Kuitor Chicago Field: —The heated season was past, all 
anxious forebodings of the “dog-button” had vanished. Happy 
day for the man who has a good brace and a care for their lives. 
The little Irishman and his boy, a promising son of Nellie, were 
In good shape. The afternoon was a splendid one and guve 
golden promises of a fair opening for the shooting season. I 
put tile royal Bob to a light wagon, took in Bruce and Nat, and 
was soon on the road to our nimrodicnl friends, six miles away. 
After an hour’s drive over that picturesque road, winding on and 
nut about the bases of the hills we came to Locust Lawn. 
“Nimrod;’ awaited us on the knoll under the locusts—the stal- 
,wart “Nim” standing six feet three inches. It was a matter of 
only a few moments to put Bobbie in his commodious stall and 
Tjie dogs lu their kennels. 

Within doors an honest, hearty welcome awaited us, ami a sup¬ 
per; the latter was taken with a relish given by the drive through 
the clear, pure country air. After supper we got our accoutre¬ 
ments in shape for the morrow, then lighted cigars und sat on 
the lawn in the grey shadows of twilight and talked over the 
prospects. “To muse and brood and live again In memory,” the 
grand old times we had enjoyed in other hazy Octobers. We re¬ 
tired soon and slept soundly and sweetly. Morning dawned 
bright and fair. The voices of birds came from the woodlands, 
und from the neighboring fields the familiar call of Bob White. 
We unleashed the dogs and let them run, while we took a hasty 
breakfast, und were soon In the velveteen. 

At the word the dogs, whose quick, sharp barks of delight 
were awakening the slumbering echoes, bounded forward and 
dashed the dew from the lawn and meadow. JIow loftily they 
carried their heads and how their splendid nostrils dilated as 
they “sniffed the tainted air.” Bruce's magnificent head and 
line hazel eye seemed a littiug subject for the artist’s canvass. 
What an invigorating picture these two higb-couraged dogs made 
as they swept over the meadows. 

The mists were lifting from hill and held. We passed through 
the woodland where the autumnal artist had tinted the leaves. 
The little brook sang a sweet, sad song. Above us in the branches 
the birds of passage were wheeling, and circling, and saying fare¬ 
well to summer and the scenes of their sojourn. On such an 
occasion If there Is any sentiment in a man it must be aroused. 

In the meantime we emerge from the woods into a goodly field, 
covered with golden stubble, well filled in with rag weed. The 
sweet boys strike a good, strong dash across the wind. Suddenly 
a nervous tension told that they had gotten tiie "scent.” It was 
unly the work of a few minutes to come to business. In a few 
seconds the “cautious" old man straightened his tail and com¬ 
menced a fine piece of roadlng; a trail never was, never will be 
footed more carefully (N. B. —No stock to sell). Nat by a large 
experience knew that the old gentleman never lied, and so en¬ 
dorsed him. Thus they stood well “tucked up"—Hogarth’s lines 
of beauty in illustration—heads well up and out, nostrils dis¬ 
tended, eyes standing out full and fiery. We fluBh the birds; off 
Hiey whirl and hum. In a flash down come three of the bonnle 
brown Bobbies; two to “Nim,” one to myself. We reload, and 
send the “old man" out to retrieve, and he did It In a Btyle com¬ 
mendable; so nicely, so tenderly, so Intelligently. The dogs were 
>» an ecstacy, aud so was the master. The covey sailed to an 
adjacent wood. In our haste to the wood we got the dogs a lit¬ 
tle too eager. Just In the extremity of the field, near a clump of 
briars, Nat came to a stand and fell to a charge. We came up 
and found a wounded bird. We waited for some minutes upon 
the border of the wood; then put the dogs in with a cautionary 

Be careful.” They Beem to feel with tbelr nose, and take the 
cue, and at once begin some lordly work. Some of the covey 
were hidden near stumps, ivy-covered, or in cozy nooks where 
ferns stood In grace and beauty. We had fine ahootiDg, bagged 
eight birds, maklDg one dozen even from the covey. 

We make a circuit, go to the house, wash the boys’ eyes aud re¬ 
move the burrs from their coats. After a luncheon and a 
rest until 3 o'clock, we sally forth again. We leave the “old 
man” to rest. The lofty Nat Is equal to the emergency week in 
and week out. No day Is too long, nor cover too heavy for him. 
We took a new route In the afternoon. Near a wood we find a 
line covey and get two birds on first flight. In the wood, which 
was a close one, we had hard work; but the boy was very care- 
fill, aud we put six birds Into our velveteens. Coming across 
the meadows we added two rabbits to our stock and came home 
fresh and fine. The shadows were thtckenlDg as we came Into 
•he yard. We put the afternoon’s game to the string, making In 
all twenty quails and two “harea," satisfactory for amateurs. 

Second day we took luncheon with us, and determined on a 
longer route. We were free from foot soreness and put In good 
■ree open strides down the valley. After about fifteen minutes 
walk we reach an old weed field that bad generally been a ren¬ 
dezvous for quails and hares. The dogs quickly told us to be on 
the alert. The boys begin a fast road; it woa evident we bad 
struck runners, and they of the worst kind, for they flushed loug 
l ' o, re K°t to them. We marked them down and called 

, the do B 8 . S'xl did our own work. The blrde were the largest 
* have ever seen. How they did bounce and flutter when they 
“me down. In this strip of wooda, while bringing a dead bird, 


Nat came to a dead stand on a bird In cover. Fine picture—- 
birds wing over tils eyes, dog’s head turned to the right, front 
leg tight up and tall a perfect arch. We missed the live bird, 
but Nat never dropped hlB quail. We drove the birds from point 
to point until they seemed to vanish In thin air. We gave them 
a big scaring. We scattered shot as seed 60wers do the seed. 
We bagged eleven birds and left the remnant to worry other 
hunters or bailie Inefficient dogs. Such birds would have de¬ 
luded all tiie young dogs in the state. The next covey was 
gotten up in an open wood, and flew to a large pile of brush in 
the middle of an old field; we tramped them out, and had the 
best shooting of the hunt. They had to lie almost touched with 
tile foot before they would move. We had eight birds down at 
one time before picking one up. We followed the stragglers and 
made up our score to twelve. We then rested and lunched be¬ 
neath an oak near a spring, and after smoking we napped for au 
hour. Awoke refreshed for the afternoon sport. 

At Nim’s suggestion wc went at once to a field of fallen 
broom-corn, splendid cover. Here we found birds. Dogs trailed 
toa willow thicket; Nimrod took one side of the little creek, 
while I went up on the opposite bank. The birds arose to my 
gun. By force of habit I missed my bird, which described the 
arc of a circle above tiie willows, and I bad tiie satisfaction of 
seeing him stop and open wings at the crack of Nim’s gun. We 
got up two covies in this thicket, and bad fine sport. We took 
seventeen birds, making in all forty birds for the day’s work, be¬ 
sides four “hares," and came home fatigued and dilapidated. 

At the cottage a bounteous supper awaited us, and we did not 
wait, for ceremony about getting to it. Wc chatted after supper 
w-ith some of the neighbors who had come in to see the result of 
the battle. One by one they left us, and as the last rustic re¬ 
tired and went whistling across the meadow, we went to our beds 
In the cottage under the locusts, and slept soundly and until 
broad daylight. In the morning we found the dogs a little sore, 
ears torn and heels worn considerably. After breakfast I put a 
boot on the “old man,” and struck for the war-path. We took a 
route reserved for the last day, easier than the others and more 
beautiful. We passed through a splendid maple grove aud 
through beautiful orchards. The day was one of those hazy 
autumn days, when a peculiar stillness seems to reign, or rather, 
rest upon the landscape. A sweet Sabbath stillness! The little 
brook murmured and sobbed and fretted on Its pebbles. Here 
and there the dropping nuts were ueard, “faint and far,’’ came tbe 
twinkling of tbe sheep bells; oftener silence was broken by the 
crow, or the woodpecker’s tapping. The air was redolent with 
the breath of tbe life everlasting. The day passed pleasantly. 
The dogs did clean work and our shooting was all we desired. 
We bagged thirty-two birds and two fox squirrels. Returned to 
tbe house earlier than usual, and prepared for the dssb home. 

Bobble was in a good humor for the trip. After saying the 
word to our kind friends, aud putting the “boys” on a bed of 
straw, over which is thrown the blauket, we start for tbe city. 
The sun had sunk to rest, and twilight had thrown her silvery 
curtain over all. After passing the toll-gate we soon lost sight of 
habitations. Above us are lofty ledges of rocks and above the 
rocks arching trees, below were ravines, deep, dark and Bllent, 
save when that silence was broken by the melancholy cry of the 
whippoorwill. From peak to peak of the neighboring hills came 
the loud hooting of the great owls, and, with all tiie hum of the 
harsh, relterant insects, made a complete orchestra of nature's 
artists. 

Bobbie footed a splendid gait and soon brought me home. 
After the d. tails of putting up the horse and kenneling the dogs, 
I counted out. Result of the hunt ninety-two birds, six “hares” 
und two squirrels. This was the result of the Bbootlng. The 
sport Is beyond computation. J. B.

Jfish and fishing.

Shad llutehlug on the Hudson. 

Our Albany correspondent reports another crip down tile Hud¬ 
son among the fishermen, aud a visit to “Camp Green,” and In¬ 
forms ue that the cold, backward Spring complained of lu the 
article on tills subject iu our Issue of June 8, lias continued up 
to the date of Ids last vlBlt, which was on the 24tli lust. 
The temperature of the river has been from lifty-two to 
slxty-llve degrees, which, as fish culturists are aware, Is 
not favorable to the development of the eggs. For the paBt 
few days It had beeii rising aud at the time of Ills visit the 
thermometer showed seventy degrees. The catch ou the upper 
Hudson has been very light this year, but whether ou account of 
increased catches below, or of the cold seasou is hard to deter¬ 
mine. One thing la certain, there were more nets In the lower 
river this year than on any previous one, and the number of shad 
reaching the spawning grounds Is very small, notwithstanding 
6 bad have beeu unusually plenty below. The natural inference 
from these facts Is that a cloBe time Is needed, as has often been 
urged by the fish culturists, in order that the breeding Ush may 
reach the spawning grounds to perpetuate their species. 

It is a shame that onr legislators do net attend to this matter, 
but the fact Is that the fish commission only recommend that, the 
nets be taken up between Saturday night and Monday morning, 
and let the case rest on Its obvious merits, while the Ushermen 
raise money aud send some one to Albany to oppose it. A few 
years ago they represented to the legislature that as It took a 
week or more to put down the shad poles, it would be Impossi¬ 
ble to remove them during Sunday, and while this is true, they 
created the false impression that it was necessary to remove the 
pules which is uot the case. 

As we have before stated, the policy of the New York Commis¬ 
sion is opposed to taking any part In framing or executing Hah 
laws, partly on account of a possible conflict with the fishermen, 
but it 1 b uecessary that some one should lead In this as we must 
either have a fight or no shad. Mr. Monroe A. Green is doing all 
that a man In Ills position can possibly do to stock the river, hut 
he cannot obtain eggs from flsh that are strangled In the gill nets 
below when they first start for the upper waters. His branch es¬ 
tablishment, behind Roger’s Island, near Cattskill, has turned out 
over two millious of young shad besides sending off shipments 
to the Geueesee and Black rivers, both emptying Into Lake On¬ 
tario. 100,000 have been seuttoeach of these points, and more 
are to follow. From his main camp at Shad Island, near Castlc- 
tou, about the same results have been obtained, and shipments 
also made to the Genessee. It Is safe to say, however, that 
with a close time of 48 hours each week on the lower river, that 
these results would be multiplied from ten to a hundred fold, 
and It is of vital Interest to the people of New York to attend to 
It. That It Is also to the Interest, of the fishermen cannot be de¬ 
nied, but they arc always blind to their own interests aud need to 
be cheeked In their cha6c after the shad with the golden eggs, for 
they will kill the last one in the river If they cau. Give us a 
close time, and more shad. 

Fungus in Halchiug Troughs. 

Among the difficulties which the pioneer flsh culturhst had to 
encounter, wasiungus, or, as the early writers called it, byssus. 
It grew on the sides of the trough aud in the gravel among the 
dead eggB, and many were the devices to bslfie its destructive¬ 
ness, plates of glass on the bottom and sides of the trough, ce¬ 
ment, charring the troughs, etc., but still there would be the 
“dreaded byssus,” the “deadly fungus” ill the gravel. It was 
the great bugbear of the trout breeder, the hydra that reared its 
many heads, and no Hercules to slay it. Now siuce gravel has 
been banished there Is no fungus, at least there should not be lu 
a well kept house, for there arc facilities for cleaning which with 
grave! on the bottom of the trough was impossible, and a trout 
breeder who complained of fungus would at once be suspected of 
untidiness. A "new salmon disease” has appeared in several 
English rivers, which, from the descriptions, appears to be a fun¬ 
goid growth on wounds or bruises, and the following communica¬ 
tion from Land and Water seems to point to the conclusion: 

•T have been much interested In the accounts of the disease affecting 
the sal non in some rivers, particularly the Esk aud Eden, and seeing 
some drawings of the fungus figured In the Gardener's Chronicle, II 
occurred to me that ft was' very like ibe fungus which almost Invariably 
appears on addled salmon ova in breeding bouses, aud which. If not 
removed In time, would soon destroy the whole of the ova near it I 
sent specimens of affected addled ova to thegeotleman, W. G. Smith, 
who made tbe drawings, aud the result 1 b that It is as I suspected, via.: 
thst the fungus, which Is almost invariably present In breeding houses, 
aud In the spawning bedB of all rivers, Is the same fungus as that 
which constitutes the so-called new salmon disease. I think from this 
that the disease hue Us origin in tbe spawuing beds, and from mosses of 
fungus-iufectcd spawn, and spreads to the flsh io certain local and 
favorable condltiooa, such os a low state of the water, and a weak, ex¬ 
hausted condition of the flsh after spawning. I trouble you with this, 
as, so far us 1 have seen, no one seems to have noticed the fact of the 
fungos affecting the ova and the salmon betug one and the aame,” />. 
if. ( Dunrobln.) 

We quote tills in this connection ou account of the statement 
that fungus is “almost invariably present In breeding houses’’ on 
that side of the water. 

If this statement of D. M.’s is true then they are a little be¬ 
hind on hatching arrangements in England. Fungus cannot 
grow any more than auy other vegetable,” without congenial soil, 
and that is, in the kind of fungi In question, bruised or decaying 
animal matter, which under the present American system has no 
lodging place in a well-kept hatching house. Wire cloth, gas 
tar and wisp brooms were the Hercules that killed the hydra, and 
cleansed the Augean hatching troughs. 


Enormous Run of lllueflsli. 

A letter from Sea-Girt, N. J., states that the largest run of 
blueflah and shad that has occurred In years, took place on Sun¬ 
day, the 16th Inst., at that Summer resort. “Blueflah” Is a very 
Indeflnite name on parts of the Jersey coast, as the llsh bo called 
in New York, Fomatomus saltatrix; and the New York “weak- 
fish,” or squetague, Cytumion regalia, both are “blueflsh” at 
different points In Jersey. We incline to the opinion that the 
former fish Is the one that so Interfered with the devout Jersey- 
men at Sea-Girt, and we regard It as very Improper for these fish 
to band together to break up devotional gatherings. The peace¬ 
ful, tjuakcr-llke shad In such company too I We hope that there 
Is a mistake In the Identity of the latter flsh, for we have long 
known ft, and It gives us pleasure to testify to its uniform good 
character even under the persecutions of the Ushermen of New 
York bay. Our Informant says: 

“The surf was alive with the flsh, and the greatest excitement 
prevailed among the guests of the Beach House and Monmouth 
House. The Ush were caught In hundreds with the squid line 
and even by hand, people In their excitement rushing into the 
water and actually catching them with their hands. The hotels 
aud cottages wore descried for tbe time being by tbelr occupauts. 


Everybody—guests, employes and servants—lined the shore and 
frantically engaged iu the exciting sport. Religious services 
were in progress at the Lake House when the news came of the 
arrival of the flsh, and lu less than live minutes not a person was 
left in the audience.” 

Our ancestors took tlielr rifles to ehurch so that they might 
hag an occasional Indian on the way. Future historians will 
record that we attended with fishing rods. 

Tub Fry Casting at the New York State Convention. 
—Regarding the communications which have appeared In our 
columns relating to Messrs. Seth Green and Reuben Wood par¬ 
ticipating In the Fly Casting at the convention of the New York 
State Association for the Protection of Fish and Game,at Buffalo, 
the Syracuse Standard 6ays: 

“Thefacts of the case are these: At the last convention held 
at Buffalo, the fly easting was announced to take place at eleven 
o’clock, but It was not called uutil nearly twelve, entries being 
open until the contest is called. At the time of the calling, 
Messrs. Mcflarg, Green, and Reuben and Ira Wood were the only 
oneB that appeared with a rod. When Mr. MeHarg took his rod 
from the case It was found to be minus reel bands and guides, 
and consequently not in condition to use. The single-handed 
casting was entirely through when Mr. Annin appeared, but of 
course It was then too late. The trouble is uot with any of the gen¬ 
tlemen named, but that two or three who call themselves profession¬ 
als are In the habit of going to the conventions without a rod,look 
the grounds over aud if they think there Is a certainty of carry¬ 
ing off a prise, they will borrow a rod aud enter. If any one en¬ 
ters who Is at all likely to beat them, they will go home and 
growl. There is one way to obviate this difficulty, that Is to ar¬ 
range the prises lu two classes, one open only to those who have 
never won a first prise, and the other open to all. This will do 
away with any chance for the grumblers to complain, for then 
they can go In the amateurs’ class, and if there be few entries 
and those new beginners, they can perhaps win a prise.” 

Cisco Fisuing at Lake Geneva. —Editor Chicago Field :— 
Among the very many wonderful and strange things In nature the 
peculiar freaks of the cisco flsh seem to surpass them all. This 
graceful, silvery flsh is found in largest uumbers in the water of 
Lake Geneva, Wts. It is seen and caught there only about ten 
days in the year, usually in the month of June, coming to the 
surface of the lake from the deeper spots to feast upon the cisco 
fly, (somewhat similar to the common sand fly only larger) which 
appears at that time and again disappear after the fish have had 
all they want of them. Tbe llsh go in schools and are caught 
best when the weather Is warm and the flics are thickest, usually 
from six to ten o’clock in the morning and from four to eight 
o'clock in the afternoon. A very small hook and light line is 
UBed, no sinker or bobber. The fly is used for bait, the llsh jump¬ 
ing for It frequently before It strikes the water. At times the 
water Is kept in a constant ferment and many of the flsh can he 
seen part way out of water at once. When they are biting, the 
sportsman who Is most active gets most flsh. The Cisco flsh 
average Horn six Inches to a foot in length, a slender, graceful, 
silvery flsh. They do uot make a very strong light for life, If it 
were not for the rapid bltlug a fisherman would miss the looked 
for excitement in the sport. The fishing is, however, a great 
event for the popularity of this pleasant Summer resort. I 
recognized very many of our most honored Chicago citizens while 
there either making a short trip to the lake or residing there with 
their families prominent among which were, Mayor Heath, 
Robert Lincoln, E. S. ishain, Henry P. lsliam, Henry Strong, Gen.

Sai.mon in tub Connecticut. —Holyoke, Mass .—Editor Chi 
cayo Field :—Now that we have salmon in the Connecticut river, 
it seems as though some provision should be made for their 
spawning. They cannot enter the fishway, and will not spawn 
below. I have visited the miserable affair called a fishway at this 
place every day for the past three weeks aud And nothing in It 
but lampreys; they find the entrance without difficulty, but it Is 
well known that salmon and shad do not. On the 15th inst. I 
saw a salmon jump at the dam, but falling upon the apron was, 
of course, carried back and down. One salmon was taken In a 
net here on the 11th, but was turned loose according to law, and 
as it cannot reach tbe spawning grounds it must go back to be 
caught by the fishermen iu the State of Connecticut, who are at 
liberty to take them at all times for market. 

Let us have fishways that will work, aud a uniform llsh law to 
govern all states, or no law at nil , every man for himself, and so 
by killing off the salmon, that have been by great expense of 
time and money restored to the river, removing the bone of 
contention. 

Concerning the fishway, its most enthusiastic admirers must 
admit that it is a failure, for they change its form of eutrauce 
from year to year, aud there has not a flsh of value, either shad 
or salmon, gone up voluntarily. 

[We have before said that the first salmon appeared in a river 
after stocking It should be allowed to breed and not be sent to 
market. 

If we Interpret the Intentions of Professor Baird aright he 
wishes those shad aud salmon which he distributee to become a 
parent stock, and not to be caught for food, that is, he wishes 
the fish to become established in the river to become perennials, 
as It were, instead of annuals. 


A New “Silver Gah” on the Coast. —A peculiar species of 
lleluue was obtained at Wood's lloll, in 1875, by Professor Baird. 
It was caught in the weir on Great Neck, owned by the Wood’s 
Holl Weir Company. Ou study, It proved to be the form 
described by Professor Poey under the name lielont tatimanm, and 
hitherto known only from Cuba. A good water-color sketch (Cat. 
No. 705) was made by Mr. Richard, a photograph (Cat. No. 218) 
taken, and the specimen and a finely colored east (Cat. No, 
16121) are preserved In the National Museum. 

It may be distinguished from the common species of our coast, 
Helone longirostris , (Mltchlll) Gill, by many characters, the most 
salient of which are the more elongate form, the lesser propor¬ 
tionate length of the head, the much greater number of rays in 
the vertical fins (U. latimanus has D. 25: A. 23. It. lonyirmtHs 
has D. 13-16: A. 10-19), the broaderand proportionately shorter 
pectorals, and the forked caudal. 

The length of the specimen was 49 inches (1244.6 millimetres), 
its weight 5£ pounds (2381 grams), 

Coi.ou:—Back, top of head, and snout dark green in dead 
specimen, probably beryl-green In life. Fln-raya greenish- 
brown. Fin-membranes and protected parts, such as axils of 
pectoral tins, colorless. Sides light brownish, with silvery over- 
wash. belly, cheeks, throat, and lower part of lower jaw silvery- 
white. Eye greenish-yellow.

Goldfish Eatino Thout.— Editor Chicago Field:—l have read 

the discussion about goldfish efttlug trout aud other young fry, 

and wailed until Mr. Green had answered the letters, before putting 
my foot Into It. I can say In one instance I saw a large goldfish 
attack a small minnow, and gobble It too. I was watching the 
inhabitants of a large aquarium one evening with considerable 
Interest. 1 was too wearied to read, In fact to do anything but 
lav back aud watch the movements of these goldfish, some craw¬ 
fish and a few little minnows, commonly called stickle backs, 
Uenue qaeleroMene. These little fellows had not developed their 
spines 'at this time, and the goldfish seemed to know it too.

The English Setter of 1803 anil 1804. 

BY BOMO. 

(continued.) 

Scott, In his “Field Sports,” printed In 1820, in writing of the 
Spanish pointer, says; “We are probably now In no further need 
of Spanish assistance, having derived all possible advantage from 
that blood which has loeg since become thoroughly Intermingled 
with the British breed of the setter." 

In the "Field Book,” a sportsman's encyclopcdea published 111 
London In 1833,1 find the following: “The old English setter 
((.'ants index, variety a). Thi6 breed was originally produced be- 
tween the Spanish pointer and the large water spaniel, and wa6 
famous for his steadiness and exquisite sense of smelling. The 
hair on his body was much more curled than the present breed, 
which has been lengthened by the additional cross of the springer. 
He. was also much more steady than the improved variety, but 
then he has not the same speed to recommeud him.” 

I also take from “The Field Book” the accouut it gives of 
Cants index , variety 6: “The English setter (Cants index , variety b) 
is a breed produced between the Bpauish pointer, the English 
water spaniel, and the springer, which, by careful cultivation has 
attained a high degree of popularity as a sporting dog. He has 
ao elegant figure and Is of a very pleasing diversity of color, 
added to this his skin Is covered with a coat of beautifully 
curled hair, very rillous on the lower margin of the tail, being 
altogether an extremely handsome dog and quite unrivalled by 
any of the canine species." 

X have given the above extracts from sporting works to show 
that Veteran was not alone In his belief that the setter was made 
up from a cross between the spaniel and Spanish pointer, and 
we will notice in reading his accounts that he also quotes from 
older authors than himself, who state a setting dog need not 
necessarily be a pure spaniel, going on to show how a dog should 
be chosen from which one can be made. We will notice, as pro¬ 
gress is made in bis chapter on the setter of his time, that he 
was only then beginning to be used as a companlou to the gun, 
and that he was made useful almost entirely in aiding the net¬ 
ting of partridges. 

He says: “Although the setter dog is in general used merely 
for the purpose of taking partridges with the draw net, yet they 
are sometimes brought into occasional use with the gun, and are 
equally applicable to that appropriation, except In turnjps, French 
wheat, standing clover, ling furze, or other covert where their 
sudden drop and point may not be so readily observed.” 

I may as well mention here that Veteran, in the course of his 
work, speaks of his having ridden to a pack of Southron hounds 
(a breed of dogs almost if not entirely, extinct in England) In 
the year X77'2, and in quoting from him or giving his book as 
authortty in shooting and canine matters of his period, we can 
fully rely on him as understanding hie subject thoroughly, from 
the fact that Touatt appears to have had access to the work and 
copied port ions of it without giving credit In any instance. 

He now goes on to advise as to the method of breaking dogs to 
set, also quoting from some work on the same subject; 

“They may be brought into the field about the same age as the 
pointer and broke by the same means (which see)," he refers to 
his chapter on the pointer, "but as there may be some not per¬ 
fectly satisfied with so concise a discretion, It may not be 
thought inapplicable to Introduce from a new edition of an old 
sporting work the following more explicit Instructions:" The 
reader will now mark how similar the method of training was, in 
comparing it with ours, and notice that a setting dog could be of 
any breed at that time. 

The writer (or compiler) has defined a setter to be “a dog 
trained up to the setting of partridges, from a whelp till 

he comes to perfection. That one must be pitched upon that lias 
a perfect and good scent, and is naturally addicted to the hunt¬ 
ing of fowl, and the dog may be either a land spaniel, water 
spaniel, or a mongrel between both, or between a Spanish 
pointer and a land spaniel, or indeed a shallow dewed hound, 
tumbler, lurcher, or a small bastard mastiff, but none better than 
the land spaniel; he should be of agood nimble size, rather small 
than thick, and of a courageous mettle, which though not to be 
discerned, being very young, yet it may be very wall known in a 
right breed, strong, lusty and nimble rangers of active feet, 
wanton tails, and busy nostrils. The choice of such a dog having 
been made, his Instructions should begin at five months old, or six 
at farthest. The first thing to be done is to make him attentive 
and familiar, and the better to effect this, he should as much as 
can be receive his food only from the hand of the person who Is 
to hunt him, and when It Is necessary he should be corrected, it 
is better to be done by words than by blows. When so far trained 
as to follow his master only, to know bis frowns from his smlleB, 
and smooth words from those of an opposite description, he 
should then be taught to crouch and lie down close to the 
ground, first bv laying him gently on the ground upon his belly, 
then crying “lie close," and remanding or chastizing him as be 
deserves. In the next place encourage him to advance in that 
position, but without raising either body or head, which if he 
attempts to do It must be patiently pressed down again till he 
submits, accompanying the action with an emphatic injunction, 
till by a repetition he becomes perfect in those lessons, and 
stands in need of no farther instruction in the part of the Initia¬ 
tion. This done, be must be taught to lead in a string or line by 
the side without being impatient or refractory, or straining bis 
collar; after he is accustomed to which he may be taken Into the 
field and have permission to range, but from the first moment 
must be kept in a strict obedience to command. 

Whenever he is observed to come upon a scent or haunt of 
partridge (which may be known by his greater eagerness, the 
feathering of his stern and a whimpering tendency to open) he 
should then be mildly cautioned with “take heed” “have a care,” 
in such low vlbratlve tones as are the least likely to disturb the 
game, but if from impatient impetuosity be should wish to rush on 
or open to a bark or spring the birds so that they escape, then he 


ought to undergo severe correction to prevent the less likelihood 
of frequent repetition. Wlieli again thrown off, it should be 
when there 1 b a great probability of falling in with a covey, if he 
then recollects his former error and remains staunch, 60 that the 
birds are caught, he must he made conscious of ills Improvement 
by proper encouragement." 

“Veteran” continues on the subject of the training of the 
setter, and again quotes from another author: 

“In a publication of a more recent date arc the following re¬ 
marks up on the same subject where the writer judiciously ob¬ 
serves; ‘That the setting dog has more continued and intimate 
relations with man than almost any other of the species; be huuts 
within his view, and almost under hlB baud, his master affords 
him pleasure, for the pleasure is mutual whon the game Is in the 
net, which being shown to the dog, he is caressed if he has done 
right, corrected if he has done wrong; his joy in the first In¬ 
stance or his remorse in the latter are equally apparent, and in 
this mutual gratification is formed the very basis of reciprocal 
affection. When the setting dog is yet young, but rendered 
docile by the application of the whip, he attends only to the voice 
of bis master, and implicitly follows his injunctions conveyed by 
signs and signals; but as he is guided in the business he is per¬ 
suing, by a more acute and certain sensation than man can be, 
when age has given him sufficient experience, he does not always 
observe the same obedience, notwithstanding the habit he has 
acquired from Inculcation. For example, if a partridge Is 
wounded, or winged and continues to run, an old experienced 
dog comes upon the scent, becomes Instantly disposed to persue 
it, nor will sometimes the vociferous threats of hiB master pro¬ 
duce any effect; thus, then it would seem he is conscious of ren¬ 
dering ultimate service, even in the very act of disobedience, 
and the caresses which follow his success serve to convince him 
he la right In occasionally deviating from the strict line of im¬ 
plicit subjection; by which it appears a prudeDt practice with in¬ 
telligent sportsmen to attend most minutely to the initiation and 
regular hreaking of young dogs, but to leave in general the per¬ 
severing efforts of the dogs to themsijves.”

Farewell, “Riverside,” you live so near to water I fear you will 
take that and not my challenge. I dismiss you with this physi¬ 
cal axiom: A long, low, inbred body has no element of endur¬ 
ance, and hence is useless for a hard campaign; good only for a 
spurt. 

Mr. E. C. Sterling and St. Louis Kennel Club thoroughly tried 
and discarded the field trial dogs as delicate, hard to ral6e, pre¬ 
ferring pointers and red Irish setters for work. 

The high sounding challenge of "D. B.” In last Field to bet 
$100 on each event, no pure native, having no Imported parent 
or grandparmt on either side will not win a first event, is a sharp 
dodge, because he well knows this will array us largely on his Bide, 
111 addition to all blues; for example, if a dog lias an Imported 
grandsire only, he Is one-eighth imported blood and seven-eighths 
native, and he is claimed by “D. B." on the blue side I One more 
cross is needed to put him on the native side Id this challenge or 
beg, so he then would have all doge with more than one- 
sixteenth imported blood on his aide, which would include 
Joe, Buck, CouDtess, Tom, Night, et at, on the blue side. 
D. B. squarely misquotes me in saying the field trials were 
broken up here “by the dog Whip pointing a second goat;" I said 
and truly, by his killing two goats, to my none. I have, above 
this, logically ventilated his “challenge” (God save the mark!) 
that no pure native would get first, arraying all the blues and 
fifteen-sixteenths of the natives against one-sixteenth of the na¬ 
tives 1 D. B askB why do I polute my kennel with three of 
Whip's pups! Because they were presented to me by very highly 
esteemed friends, who did not admire their brindle color, a silent, 
grim joke, and the brindle nobleB by Whip were never In or near 
my own kennel but given to a negro, who has buried two of them 
to Improve hit kennel. I value a beautiful daughter of Rake 
chiefly as a gift from Mr. J. H. Whitman, hoping her native 


mother’s blood (Prairie Pearl) will leaven the whole lump. And 
the generous, unkown Sherwood sent me a son of Rupert, assur¬ 
ing me his native mother, Adam’s Dot, of Edina, could not have 
a bad pup, she being a splendid native. Why offer to pay for 
Sensation or Bow’b blood when Guy’s is free! Because I had one 
brace and another “prospect” of Guy's get to test by the side 
of the above, and because of the greater beauty of the above, 
and after canvassing for a pup I sent $25 to Geo. W. Campbell 
for a native red, and value it above auy and ail the blues. 

Why accept from the generous “Mont Clare” a daughter of 
Elcho and Rose when I had nine from Countess! Well, I think 
nine to one is not so bad as fifteen to one as D. B. wanted In 
his challenge, and moreover “Mont Clare” has made up his mind 
to try aud make me a blue man; he once before offered me a 
pair freely by Plunket, out of Kathleen, I believe, which I 
heartily appreciated and declined. I shall greatly enjoy the ex¬ 
treme beauty of Lady Clare and shall perfectly educate her by 
proxy, and have no doubt Bhe will fulfill that high opinion of the 
Irish which led an owner of one of this litter to decline an ex¬ 
change sought for by owner of young Gladstones, out of a blue 
dam. D. B. alleges Countess can douhle discount Whip on spec¬ 
tre pointing—Nashville, last November, tells who won. With a 
flourish worthy of a "beerytone singer,” D. B. says I nervously 
ask where will Gladstone beat the next Nashville trials! Too 
much beerytone my dear boy, another false point, a misquotation 
and perversion of the facts again. 1 ask where was Gladstone 
when I offered to name a native to beat him or any living blue, 
and you squarely backed “down and out." And as you point to 
his bench record in several places, judged hy the same gentleman 
every time, and quailing before the most expert aud experienced 
Judge of English setters on either continent, Mr. Lort. 1 hereby 
remind you of your declination and renew the offer to beat him 
or his brace with a single native or a native brace, and appeal to 
you to stand to your owu colors even it it makes you blue, for 
*50 in the regular Tennessee stakes. Guido. 


Internal Canker of the Ear. 

Canker of the ear in the dog is a name given to an inflamma¬ 
tion, usually chronic, but sometimes acute, of the lining mem¬ 
brane of the ear passages, or even the flap Itself- It is one of 
the most troublesome complaints we have to deal with—trouble¬ 
some alike for its dfliculty to get rid of, and for its tendency to 
recur. 

Causes and Pathology .—The causes of canker are many; any¬ 
thing, in fact, that determines the blood to the auditory canal 
will produce it, the integumentary lining of the ear being ex¬ 
tremely thin and vascular, and containing numerous glands, which 
secrete the ccramen or wax. If tills wax, from any cause, such as 
over-heating of the blood from gross feeding, becomes dry and 
hard, canker i6 likely to commence. A chill will also produce an 
attack, or cold from exposure ami damp, especially If, during 
such exposure, the dog is tired and hungry. Blows sometimes 
produce the disease, and the system of lugging dogs by the ear. 
It sometimes occurs, however, without any appreciable cause. 
Water-dogs, such as spaniels and Newfoundlands, are apparently 
more often the victims of canker, hut whether they are really so, 
has not, in my opinion, been sufficiently established. 

Symptoms .—Almost the first discernible Bign of canker in the 
dog is sbuking of the head. The animal shakes his head in a 
pained, troubled way, holding it more to the side in which he 
feels the greatest uneasiness. If the ear be now caught between 
the finger and thumb, and moved gently to and fro, a crackling 
sound will be heard; this, along with a rather fostid odour, is 
quite diagnostic of canker, without seeing the discharge. In 
acute eases of canker, which, however, are rather rare, the aui- 
mal appears in very great pain and distress, often lying on the 
ground, and howling with agony, the scat of the mischief being 
made plainly apparent, by his occasionally rubbing his ears with 
his paws. 

In cases of canker that come oil more gradually, there is less 
pain, and the first indication of the disease will probably be the 
liead.shaking and the betid smell when the face happens to be 
brought near the dog’s ear. On examination slight redness will 
he seen, and a discharge of dark offensive matter, which is the 
increased flow of wax mixed with the products of inflammation. 
In long-standing cases we find that the discharge of darkish 
matter get6 gradually less, giving place to pus of a yellowish 
color, ulceration, in fact, more or less deeply seated, having taken 
place, and the lining integument, with its wax-scereting cells 
being destroyed, either entirely or in patches. These are the 
most difficult eases to deal with, and when a cure is effected, 1 
advise that the cars be moistened every day with a drop of pure 
oil—in lieu of their own natural secretion—and also occasionally 
washed, not syringed, out. In old cases of canker an invariable 
symptom is deafness. 

But the inflammation aud ulceration may cat through the 
tympanum or drum of the ear, and attack the internal or ear 
proper, and otitis or acute inflammation be the result, and these 
cases may end fatally. I have said that this rarely happens; but 
from reading the works of the older practitioners I find that in 
by-gone times otitis must have been frequent, and I have no 
doubt this was entirely owing to the rough treatment the animals 
received at the hands of the vets., and the use of too strongly 
astringent lotions, for in those days dogs were only dogs. 

Treatment .—This will, of course, depend to a great extent 
upon the cause, and as a rule should be both local and constitu¬ 
tional. Let us take the local first. Now the ear, and even its 
canal, with Its muco-cutaueous lining, is an exceedingly delicate, 
organ, and very easily put out of order. I know that in the human 
subject too much syriDging with plain water may produce a dis¬ 
charge from the ear, for the simple reason that the wax (its emul¬ 
sive protector) Is removed; and in dogs who are allowed to 
plunge much in salt water, I know also that the chlorides act 
chemically on the wax, and, denuding It, set up inflammation. 
This being the case, in mild cases of canker, before trylug the 
use of any astringent, I endeavor to remove the disease without 
interfering much with the ear. I order a few drops of oil to be 
poured In, and then the ear to be plugged with cotton-wool, to 
protect It from what follows; then hot fomentations—of poppy 
heads if there he much pain—to be plentifully aud frequently 
used. I give, to begin with, a derivative purgative, such as from 
one to three drachms of epsoin salts in conjunction with rather 
leas than half the quantity of glaubcr. A little mindererus 
spirit may be given every night, a little gunpowder mixed in the 
food, which latter ought, to be low and cooling. Gunpowder is 
an old fashioned remedy with Scottish gamekeepers; it is not 
the less good, however; it is always at hand, and it Is admirably 
compounded of charcoal, sulphur, and nine. 

Well, in simple cases, this treatment should be tried for a 
week, but If you find it fall you must try some astringent lotion. 
I have little faith in silver, having succeeded better with lead, 
zinc and even simple alum; if you fall with one you can try an¬ 
other. It Is best to use these lotions warm, and not too strong; 
It Is dangerous to dry up the discharge all at once, for, if you 
do, nature will be certain to retaliate, and probably in a day or 
two, when you are priding yourself that you have got the canker 
quite under, it will break out worse than ever. The proportions 
of the astringents may be os follows: Of nitrate of silver begin 
with two grains to the ounce of water, of sulphate of zinc with

NO. 18.—THE YELLOW-BREASTED CHAT.

Besides, you may know it by the eggs, which ure more globular, 
brilliantly white or pink-bluehed, prettily speckled all over with 
rich reddish-brown aud some neutral-tint spots, and measuring 
about nine-tenths of an inch long by two-thirds In diameter—tho 
catbird’s eggs are emeralil-green, while the thrasher’s are 
elongated and speckled lu a different way. The eggs are com¬ 
monly four or five in number; the young arc said to hatch In 
elevcu or twelve days, and to remalu In the nest only about as 
many more. Such a nest and eggB as I have described may he 
found during the latter part of May and in June, in the middle 
districts; soinewhut earlier and at subsequent Intervals during 
the rest of the Summer, at least In the more southerly regions 
the bird Inhabits. In Pennsylvania, and thence northward, one 
brood each season Is the rule, perhaps without exception. 

Notwithstanding Its vivacity and ardor, the chat seems rather 
a delicately organized bird, susceptible to cold; and it conse¬ 
quently leaves us rather early In the Fall. As to its food, wo re¬ 
mark that it Is insectivorous, like all of Its family, hut that It 
feeds much upon small soft fruits, Buch as strawberries, black¬ 
berries, ami huckleberries. Several stomachs of the bird which 
were examined by Mr. Gentry with reference to this matter con¬ 
tained coleopterous insects of numerous kinds, butterflies and 
moths with their larva;, spiders, ants, and other Insccta.

noted for the possession of some of the most singular habits, as 
tile following account sufficiently shows. 

The chat is a migratory bird of general diffusion during the 
movement and in tho breeding season throughout the eastern 
United States, as far north at least as Massachusetts and Dakota, 
though it is not abundant north of the Middle States. Whom¬ 
ever chats may he round, they arc of this species, excepting in the 
middle and western provinces. No chats are known in the West 
Indies; hut the birds migrate in the Fail beyond our limits, 
through Mexico ami Into Central America. On their return, 
they reach the middle districts usually the latter part of April, 
and complete their migration by the early part of the month fol¬ 
lowing; they remain until about the middle of September, when, 
after rearing their one or two broods,they betake themselves 
away. It is difficult to observe their arrival with precision, un¬ 
less the collector is carefully on the watcli for them, for they 
come furtively, and for some little time keep most sedulously 
concealed in their favorite retreats amidst dense shrubbery. 
Such period of concealment probably corresponds to the interval 
between the arrival of the males and the following after of their 
more dilatory mates, which may he several days or even a week. 
Their manner of migration is somewhat uncertain; we do not 
know that they ever make long-continued flights overhead, and 
rather presume that, they come skulking through the bushes. 
But the fact that their ordinary flight is wayward, desultory, and 
never long-continued, is no proof that the emergency of the mi¬ 
gration does not develop different and much better sustaiued 
powers of the wing. 

However this may be, no sooner is the ardor of occasion stim¬ 
ulated by the presence of the females than the gay and gaudy 
chats develop those eccentricities that make them famous. 
They grow too restless to abide the covert they have chosen for 
their home, ami are seen incessantly in motion, flitting with 
jerky inovenicnX from one bush and brlcr-]»otch to another, giving 
vent to long-pent emotions in the oddest uotca imaginable. Such 
a medley of whistling, chuckling, barking, and mewing sounds 
proceeds from no other bird, unless it be the mocking bird itseir, 
to whom all possibilities of song are open. During such per¬ 
formances, the chats seem sedulous to keep concealed, displuming 
ingenuity and perversity in thwartiug our best efforts to catch 
them at their tricks. The notes, in all their Infinite variety, 
come now fiom this and now from that spot in the bushes, shift¬ 
ing from point to point as we peer eagerly Into the tangled un¬ 
derbrush to catch a glimpse of the tantalizing musician. Such 
restlessness, and all this variation in the rendering, have much 
the effect of ventriloquism, and we have not seldom to acknowl¬ 
edge that the chut has fairly beaten ub. But his coloring is bril¬ 
liant; he has, moreover, a fancy to return again to »onie partic¬ 
ular spot already chosen as his stage; so that If we discover it, 
and keep so still as not to cause the bird anxiety, nor yet torousc 
his ire, we shall most likely see him take Ills stand again to swell 
his golden throat afresh with the fantasy of song. 

His nuptial song, I should observe, is something very different 
from the medley of sounds, not all of which arc pleasing, that are 
heard when each chat, as one performer in the orchestra, first 
tunes his curious pipe. Such prelude, after several days' essay, 
is changed into the rich, voluminous ode with which the bird in¬ 
augurates a new order of events, in bursts of almost startling 
eloquence and fervor. For the nesting-place is fixed upon, the 
fabric hastens to completion; and the exultant bird, no longer 
constrained to the lowliness of the coverts, mounts buoyantly 
from bougli to bough of some tall sentinel that guards the leafy 
undergrowth, to sound Ills exultation from the very tree top. 
Yst once more: the nest now bears its precious burden ; the 
brooding bird assumes her patient place, and presses down her 
golden breast upon her hopes. Then this strange bird goes fairly 
wild with joy; lie spurns the ground, the favorite singing-post 
no longer bids him welcome, he rises ou the wing, and In mid-air 
above tile nest, with fluttering pinions, down-stretched legs, and 
open beak, lie poises, hovers, and performs a thousand antics in 
the sheer abandon of his eccentricity. 

Such are the chat’s most characteristic actions during the 
heyday of his Ufa; and when wo see him cutting such capers, 
wc may Iks sure the nest is not far off. It is one of the birds 
neats moat easily found—aa easily as a catbird’s or a thraeker b. 
You can hardly miss It If you go carefully through the brier-patch 
or blackberry field, the tangle of smllax and grape-vine, or the 
old pasture grown up to oak hushes. It is a rather bulky and 
decidedly primitive affair, set In the bush so low you may usually 
look down into It, and made up of withered leaves, bark-strips, 
rootlets, and hay—not unlike a catbird’s—smaller and deeper 
than a trashor’s, and perhaps more compact than either of these.
